The  sessions  promise  to  be  interesting  and  will 
container  valuable  information  on  multimedia  applications 
in  music,  archival  resources  of  New  England  folk  music, 
bibliographic  instruction,  and  music  cataloging.  I'd  also 
like  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  Saturday  evening 
banquet  followed  by  a  contra  dance  at  the  Bread  Loaf  Inn. 

This  weekend  is  very  close  to  the  peak  fall  foliage  season 
in  Middlebury  and  is  a  favorite  with  many  tourists  in  New 
England.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  Middlebury 
College  for  attendees  to  use  rooms  at  the  Bread  Loaf  Inn, 
which  is  the  site  of  the  College's  summer  programs-the 
Breadloaf  School  of  English  and  the  Breadloaf  Writer's 
Conference.  The  inn  is  located  about  12  miles  from  the 
main  campus  of  Middlebury  College  in  the  middle  of  the 
Green  Mountain  National  Forest  and  should  be  a 
particularly  beautiful  setting  at  this  time  of  year.  The 
rooms  each  have  two  twin  beds,  and  about  half  have 
private  baths.  The  remainder  of  the  rooms  have  shared 
bath  rooms.  The  rooms  are  available  for  only  S25.00  per 
night  per  person;  thus,  two  people  in  one  room  costs 
$50.00  per  night.  Contrary  to  previous  information,  the 
rooms  are  heated.

§  DIRECTIONS  TO  MIDDLEBURY  § 
§  BREAD  LOAF  CAMPUS  § 
BY  CAR: 

From  Ottawa  and  Montreal  areas: 

Driving  time  from  Montreal  is  about  two  hours;  From 
Ottawa,  about  four  hours.  Starting  from  Montreal,  go 
south  on  Highway  15,  which  becomes  Route  87  at  the  New 
York  border.  Continue  south  to  Highway  9N  to  Westport, 
NY.  Continue  south  on  9N  past  Port  Henry  to  Crown 
Point  Bridge  and  cross  Lake  Champlain  to  Chimney  Point. 
Proceed  west  on  Route  125  to  the  center  of  Middlebury. 
The  center  of  Middlebury  is  very  confusing.  When  you 
come  to  the  large  white  Congregational  Church,  turn  right, 
pass  the  Middlebury  Inn  and  turn  left  at  the  first 
opportunity.  turn  right  again  in  from  of  the  old 
Courthouse  and  proceed  south  on  Route  7  to  Route  125 
and  turn  east.  Follow  125  through  East  Middlebury  and 
Ripton.   The  Bread  Loaf  Inn  will  be  on  the  left. 

From  western  New  York  and  western  Ontario  areas: 

Driving  time  from  Albany  is  about  two  and  a  half  hours; 
from  Rochester,  about  six  hours;  from  Toronto,  about  eight 
hours.  Take  Interstate  90  east  to  Albany  and  Interstate  87 
north  to  Highway  149.  Go  east  on  Highway  149  to  Fort 
Ann  and  proceed  north  on  Highway  22  to  Whitehall. 
Proceed  east  on  Rout  4  to  Route  30  past  Sudbury.  Go 
east  on  Highway  73  to  Rout  7  and  turn  north.  The  Bread 
Loaf  Inn  will  be  on  the  left. 

From  Providence  and  Boston  areas: 

Driving  time  from  Boston  is  about  four  hours;  from 
Providence,  about  four  and  a  half  hours.  From  Boston,  go 
north  on  Interstate  93  to  Concord,  NH.  Proceed  northwest 
on  Highway  89  to  Bethel,  VT.  Take  Highway  107  west  to 
Highway  100.  Continue  north  on  Highway  100  through 
Stockbridge  and  Rochester  to  Hancock,  VT.  Turn  west  on 
Highway  125  and  continue  to  the  Bread  Loaf  Inn,  which 
will  be  on  the  right. 

From  western  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut  areas: 

Driving  time  from  Hartford  is  about  four  hours.  Take 
Interstate  91  north  to  Interstate  89.  Proceed  northwest  on 
Highway  89  to  Bethel,  VT.  Take  Highway  107  West  to 
Highway  100.  Continue  north  on  Highway  100  through 
Stockbridge  and  Rochester  to  Hancock,  VT.  Turn  west  on 
Highway  125  and  continue  to  the  Bread  Loaf  Inn,  which 
will  be  on  the  right. 

From  Maine  and  New  Hampshire  areas: 

Driving  time  from  Portland  is  about  four  hours.  Take 
Interstate  95  southwest  to  Highway  51  to  101.    Go  north 


on  Interstate  93  to  Concord,  NH.  Proceed  northwest  on 
Highway  89  to  Bethel,  VT.  Take  Highway  107  West  to 
Highway  100.  Continue  north  on  Highway  100  through 
Stockbridge  and  Rochester  to  Hancock,  VT.  Turn  west  on 
Highway  125  and  continue  to  the  Bread  Loaf  Inn,  which 
will  be  on  the  right. 

BY  BUS: 

Vermont  Transit  Lines  serves  Middlebury.  Its  schedules 
are  coordinated  with  Greyhound.  The  bus  stops  at  the 
Gulf  station  (802-388-4373)  in  the  center  of  Middlebury 
just  a  block  from  the  Middlebury  Inn.  From  the  Gulf 
station  you  will  need  to  take  a  taxi  to  the  Bread  Loaf  Inn. 
The  cost  of  the  taxi  is  $14.00. 

BY  TRAIN: 

The  closest  train  station  to  Middlebury  is  Port  Henry,  NY. 
There  is  only  one  stop  every  day.  You  will  need  to  take 
a  taxi  to  the  Bread  Loaf  Inn  or  to  Middlebury.  The  cost 
of  the  taxi  is  $40-45. 

BY  PLANE: 

The  Burlington  International  Airport  is  35  miles  from 
Middlebury  and  is  served  by  US  Air  and  United.  Busses 
from  Burlington  to  Middlebury  cost  $7.00  one  way  and 
depart  from  downtown  Burlington  to  Middlebury  at  7:35 
AM,  1:45  PM,  and  4:30  PM  (as  of  this  writing).  There  is 
city  bus  and  taxi  service  from  the  Burlington  Airport  to  the 
bus  terminal.  It  is  generally  less  expensive  ($60.00)  to 
arrange  pick-up  by  a  Middlebury  taxi  (see  below)  than  to 
get  a  taxi  at  the  airport.  Rental  cars  are  also  available  at 
the  airport. 

TAXI  SERVICE:  A  &  A  Taxi  is  a  reliable  service.  If  you 
are  traveling  by  bus  or  plane,  you  should  call  in  advance  to 
arrange  a  pick-up  time  (802-388-6384).  The  prices  given 
about  are  for  a  single  person.  The  rates  would  be  less  per 
person  if  there  is  more  than  one  passenger. 

RENTAL  CARS:  Cars  can  be  rented  at  the  Burlington 
Airport.  It  is  also  possible  to  rent  cars  in  Middlebury  for 
local  use  from  Foster  Motors  (802-388-9961).  It  is  not 
possible  to  drop  off  a  rental  car  in  Middlebury  that  was 
rented  at  another  location.
